HISTORY OF VALLEY FORGE.

Valley Forgs was occupled by Wash-
ifngton and thae American Army from Da-
cember 10, 1777, to June 18 of tha next
VERT, By consummnate generalship he
had folled Howe's attempted plan to cut
neross New Jersey, and the British were
forend to lend thalr assault on Philndel-
phia from the Bouth. Washington mada
n stand at Drandywine, but was be-
trayed, However, he managed to save
his nrmy from deatruction and withdrew
in good order, Then followed long weeks
o! marching and eounter-murching, dur-
Ing which Vallay Forge beeame tha sita
of n British camp, Fhiladelphin was oc
cupled by Howe and the bold attack upon
Germantown falled,

We had already vislted the scenes of
the Brandywine catnstrophe on our vaca-
tionettes to Kennett Squars and to
Contesville. Last week wa passed through
the principal points In the Battle of Ger-
mantown. Our Iatest trip took us to the
final rallying grounds of the ragged and
half-starved patriots,

VALLEY FORGE STATE PARK,

The State of Pennsylvania has puar-
chased nearly 50 acres of land, occupled
by the troops during that terrible winter
of 1777-8, nnd large sums huve since boen
Apent on converting the propsrty into n
playground for the people, Inciuded In
the park s Washington's headguarters.
This Is jusat behind the statlon. The bulld-
ing s in n wonderful state of preserva-
tion, and 18 just ns the Commander-in-
Chief left it, with old windows, Istches
and belts. Even the secrot recsplacle In
which Washington lkept his privite pa-
pors remalne intact.

The hills rise directly In back of the
house. The sntrenchmants were bullt on
thesa helghts which command both the
river and the rosds. Hroad and well-kept
boulevards have been bullt by the Btate
along the line of the low ditches dug by
the Colonial soldlers. The boulevards ex-

It was bullt
by the [United States nt a cost of $200,000
and atands on the Outer Line Drive, a
trifin southwest of Guiph rond., The Stnte
hay placed & fMine equestyian statue of
General Wayne on the site of the Penn-
wsylvania Brigade. Thia Is on tho highest
point of Valley Forge, nnd affords the
most baautiful view, We saw for milea
up and down the Sechuylkill Valley and
along Valley Creek from lts mouth untll
It wan lost In the distance,

Nearby 18 a granlte shaft ereoted by the
D, A. R, as n memorial to the unknown

doad whoe aleop at Vallay Forge. Tha
monument atands over the only marked
grave. Abave It, on the hill, the same
prganizntion has bullt a reproduction of
the soldiers' hute,

The Washington Memorial Clhiapel Is thoe
moxt  pretentious monument in Valley
TForge. It In Incomplete, but oven now Is
linown na “the American Westminater.'
The chapel was planned to allow for n
“Cloiuter of the Colonles,” with a bay
for each of the Thirteen Originnl Stutes
So fmy Naw Jorssy, Pennsvivania, Vir.
